Mr. CAMERON, (rep.) of Pa., remarked that the only 
remedy, in his opinion, for our difficulties was to 
oeronud In the resumption or specie payment He 
said if it were not lor the $300,000,000 or greenbacks 
the government could to-dav pay all Its liabilities la 
gold and sliver, and he thought if the government 
would cut loose from the banks the latter would 
prove fully able to take care of themselves. After 
specie payment had been attained he would be 
among tue first to make banking, like other kinds of 
business, free and open to all.

road consists simoly of a trail made by tUe ha'f- 
breed man carriers, between Aoereroaibie and Peui- 
bma, and is liable at any mojaeut to be buried in 
tUe dry snow, which wnirls in Winding clouds with 
every puff of wiud, like the dust of cue streets in 
summer. Some or the old settlers offered to bet two 
to cue that w e should not gel ttirouga, and told most 
discouraging stories or winter travel on the plains. 
Sam au- old frontiersman :— "yua fellows don't 
know wuat praine travelliu' Is yet. Way taar ain't 
a week arter tUe fust of January but somebody "eld 
froze out in toem blasted storms tuat come flown on 
yer before you know it. Jest as soon as one of them 
stnses you,' tliere ain't no use trying to travel fur 
dTOQ can't see your bosses' neads half tue" time; and 
II yon can't git Into the timber tnar ain't mucn gliow 
lur your ever being seen again till spring tuaws tna 
suow off you. jaore'n ualf a dozen fellows 1 Know of 
have gone out cuts winter and never been Ueerd on 
since. Only a few years 'ago a whole military com- 
?auy got caught out in a storm, and the captain ana 
don't know now many men froze to deatu. Last 


winter they sent ont a tram of mule teams from the 
fort here, and tliey got lost in a snow storm, and 
was snowed In 
for nearly 
two weeks. The 
aien had to Kill 
the 
mules and eat 'em to 


keep from etarvlu'. Another party went out with a 
train o' dogs, got buried in tne anow, and got through 
at last witn only three doss. They nad eat all tue 
rest. Yon see when it blows it jest fills the air solid 
Wth snow and piles it np in drifts thirty or lorty 
reet lilaii agin the timber. Out on the prairie it ails 
every sully and Uoller level full, ana if you don't get 
lost and bewildered and froze to death in the storm, 
you get stuci in a snow bant, and there atu't mncn 
difference which you take. Wliy I've' been out to 
i'ort stevenaou when a snow storm tilled dozens of 
mules and beef cattle riglit tnar in the sUeds, and 
tbedritts in the garrison were piled np so high agin 
the officers Quarters tlmt tuey jest tunnelled it right 
along In front of taeir doors and used the tunnel lor 
over two mouths."

Tas- 
ing the advice of Fataer Geiiin ana ttte Canadian 
wo concluded toreiurn to Port Abercrombie, as [her 
waa no prospect of tiie road being open in a weaic o 
more, and tue season or iremieut atorms had JUi 
commenced, i'eaniig mai i! we delayed our retur 
ta'e road migUt get closed up beliind us, and as w 
would have toe wind to our backs, we determined t 
set out lor Abercroinliie at ouce, ana at noon starte 
from tbc mission. 
TUa isissiun is locatea In iu 
timber iu a bend of tue Red river and Iras abov 
and below along tue stream about a dozei 
Hall-breed families. The fact ihat tUe road from tu 
mission to Abercrombie is la no place more tuan tw 
or tliree miles from, tunbar, and in many place 
toucues tUe bends of the river, lield out to us tue op 
portunity of getting into some slight sUelter, wher 
WE inignt start a big flra sUouia tuc storm stop ou 
progress; and besides we nilgai possibly in such 
case De aole to reach a bait-breed's log Unt. We hai 
not realized the nature of tne storm, however, be- 
lore leaving toe imssioa, ana wiien we got out on 
the praine, away from me timber, we bitaeriy re 
gretted tnat we Baa started. 


Tne snow w.is as dry and light as ashes, am 
the fierce wind not only powdered tne 
fall 
iiig flakes, but caught no the snow on tu 
prairie, filling the air so densely tnat -w 
could not sse our Uorees' ears over one-Uair tu 
time. 16 was a thick, aniline, freezing gloom. The 
blast hovylefl witu fearful violence. siiaTjms our can 
vas covering as if k'would tear If tol-ibuons, asul 
d:-lftiiiE in upon us a heavy weijrht or snow. TUe 
road, fortunately, having been travelled E great den 
between tue mission ana tue fort, Uad no weeds o 
grsus m it, and by closely observing at the sides o 
tUe teara the line of reed tops above tue snow we 
were able to keep in tlie track, although in mani 
places it was already drifted so tnat it was almos 
impossible to get turongli. TUB apnearaace pre^ 
sented by ns an hour arter leaving tub mission was 
ratlier curious. Our whiskers and mufflers were 
frozen together in a solid mass of ice from our 
congealed 
breatiis, and, strange 
as It 
seem, 
not 
only

water, 


and having a heavy welgat upon tno lip, but onr 
eyelashes were so loa&el with frost that we could 
not see each other's eyes", lue snow beat Into tae 
liair of tae ponies and tormea n coating naif an laeh 
tuick, into wnicu the harness iris 15 iirm,iy weided 
as irost could do it. Tue USif-breed driver did not 
seam to mrnd tue cold at ail, t>nt sat in tua front of 
the sleuth, lashing and cursing Uis ponies, while we 
huddled under our blankets and buffalo robes, and 
just at dark, inter what seemed an age, we reached 
the timber near Fort Aborcrombie, with noses and 
ears frozen and about half buried in snow tuat had 
blown into tue sieign. 


On our amva! the thermometer indicated thirty- 
seven degrees beiow zero. Tne oayaiaster, wa'o 
tiad set out from Fort Aburcrombie witu two good 
teams ana an escort, liad oaen forced to return, and 
tne old settlers pronounces the storm to be the worsr 
one since 1856. 
The stace irom St. Cloud duo 
Sunday morning did not get in until Monday nlgiit, 
and tue Ualf breed wlio carried tlie mail from A«er- 
crombie to Pemoina aid not dare to Venture out 
nnti. Tuesday, and then liad doubts of getting 
through. As soon as the roaa was opened to &t. 
3lond tue paymaster, who had abandoned Uia 
?orts Hansom and YTaaswonh trips joined" us ana 
we returned to St. Paul, travel on Ked river nav- 
ngr been pronounced closed for. the season except to 
Indians and nail breeds. Here we have reports of 
stages that" started oat from the northern aettie- 
nenta juat before the storm ana have not been 
leard Irom; and. it is expected tuat agrcatmauy 
ives lave been lost, as the snow Jell to tae depth of 
eighteen Incues, ana U ternuiy drifted. Our trip 
rom AbercroruolQ to St. Cloud was & succession 
ot caphly.es and Bounding m snowdrifts, and all 01 
lie cnlrteen .passengers wao came through worKeti 
ueiv ptasages witu saoveUi in briuclmr the etaze 
along m'.h them.

In audition to these 
structural dlillculties the arrangement aud publicity 
ot tue cei'S, wueu their over-crowded state is con- 
sidered, render it difllcult to regulate the discipline 
ol thO'pnsoa. 
SbouU it be decided to erect another prison the 
valuable site now occupied by the City Prison might 
ue ncld. and would lu a larae measure meet the 
expenses ol a new struciuie and, besides, appro- 
pnate aud adequate accommodation lor all the 
prisoners committed, suitable court rooms adjom-

Important Question of Practice—Opinion by 


Judge MeCumi. 


ITie SrooKltfit OU Works vs. Samel Sroicn et al.— 


On application ior the adjournment of the trial m 
the case Jndje McCunn delivered tlie folio whig 
Interesting opinion:— 


Bv some courts the adjournment of a trial Is held to be BO 
mncU a matter In the dHoretion of a judgr ut , v.t inrtta that 
hla denial or the postponement cannoi be as-lgned for error. 
In thin btato a refusal ot an adjournment is not the subject 
of 
erceution, but may be reviewed on motion lor 
a new trial. For while we held lie exception In 
denial of an adjournment to be within the 
dis- 
cretion 
of the JlMge at trial, still we admit it waa 
not an arbitrary dlsueuon, but a discretion controlled and 
regulated by flaed principle! ot practice. Ihese rules are of 
iiiciIuiUble importance In the ailnilnntration of justice, and 
tinco tbey have, been permitted of late to lall into diauetude 
It cannot De amiss to recall them to the attention oi the pro- 
feosion >-l^irst. a motion for adjournment must be based 
upon au ftlliuavit, and will not be entertained on a statement 
ore tenus, second, the affldavit must exhibit these essential 
conditions—an aflida*it of merits; the materiality of the ab- 
sent evidence; due diligence In the cnde&ror to procure the 
attendance ot the witness, and an assurance ot his probabia 
attendance at the time proposed for the adjournment. The 
anldavit should prop«ny be made by the party, not Dy the 
attorney 
1C after notice of trial tho party Had an opportu 
nlty to subpa-na the witness, or to take his testimony 
de bene ease and neglected these precautions, he 
cannot claim to nave exercised duo diligence, 'i'he de- 
fondant must EWear poillhelr that the wltii«i.a is material, 
not merely to u beliet.

To her consternation she found him cold and dead, 
and bespattered with Blood irom the wound which 
had caused his death. The wound was upon the 
head where he had been struck evidently with a 
sliarn stone. The ssull just above the npse was 
split Entirely througn with tne stone or whatever 
instrument the murderer used. The face was so 
inuttated a? to scarcely De recognizable, evidently 
from kicking. 


BEFORE THE jTURBEit. 
Those who were present at tiie utvem state that 
Sixon and Siaco-naa soaKeu bands tojetcer, taken 
a drink and -made up" all their difficulties. 
J?r£in 
all accounts, however, it seems taut, while oa their 
way home, a Iresh quarrel broke out, which, ended 
in the murder. When Nixon arrived home he told 
his brother lie bad murdered Sisco, but being drunk 
at the" time bat little attention was paid to what he 
said. 
As soon as the body was found the 
exasperated 
neighbors 
ruslmd to the 
hon^e 
to arrest tlie Tniuan, but be Bad made his 
escaue. A large party was organized to pursue hiai 
in everv direction, but at last accounts he had not 


• been captured. He 13 a notoriously bad character, 
and has, it is said, already served a term to tbe 
State Prison. 


THE COKOSEK'S INQUEST. 
The body of tne murdered man was taken home 
about eleven o'clock and an rnqupst held.

On 
Sunday night ne helped niinsell to his laiUer's best 
clothln"-, after breaking into the house, and then 
made oir. A verdict was rendered by the Coroner's 
jury that David Sisco came to his death at the hands 
of John Nixon. 
Both men worked together to the new canal of tne 
Blooiningdale Hard Rubber Works until about a 
month ago, since which time they have not ueen 
working at alL 


THS EXCITEMENT

Cable despatches from Madrid which we 


publish this morning reveal a stale of things 
which is far from reassuring. An exciting 
discussion had taken place in the Constituent 
Cortes betweca Senor Figueras, a prominent 
republican, and General Prim. Figueras, in 
the course of his remarks, stated that certain 
so-called insurgents, who had simply been ex- 
ercising their individual rights and who had 
been killed by the government troops, were, to 
nso the right word, assassinated. Prim de- 
manded that the offensive words be retracted. 
As Figueras refused to retract the general 
opinion was that the difficulty would result in a 
duel. It is at the same tune announced that 
a grand military review which was to come 
off yesterday has been indefinitely postponed. 


This intelligence does not encourage us to 


believe that matters are as they ought to be in 
Spam. The 'revolution does not make any 
other kind of progress than that which has 
been characteristic of Spain any time these 
last three hundred years. 
It is a downhill 


progress. We do not make too much of the 
difference between Figueras and Prim. Such 
difference is not unnatural In the circumstances 
in which they find themselves placed. Men 
will use unguarded language when they feel 
strongly, and especially in times of great ex- 
citement, when heads as well as hearts are 
on fire. Prim's great mistake is that he is 
setting himself up too much against the whole 
people. It is now some time since we learned 
that he had ceased to be Prime Mimster of 
Spain. In his capacity of Prime Minister he 
most egregionsly failed. We naturally ex- 
pected that Prim would for a time retire into 
the background. But, whatever changes may 
have taken place in the Spanish Cabinet, it is 
manifest that Prim is quite as much in the 
foreground as ever. He is still at the head 
of the army; and we suppose he feels that to 
retain his hold on the army he must needs balk 
before the people. In the Cabinet or out of 
the Cabinet, Prime Minister or not Prime Min- 
ister, it is undeniable that, with the army at 
his back, Prim is now, as he has been during 
the whole period of this revolutionary crisis, 
the most formidable person in Spain. That 
he has failed- to make any good use of his 
power all the world sees and confesses. He 
has opposed a republic, but he has failed to 
find a king. It might have been possible for 
him to play the part of a Cromwell or a Napo- 
leon ; but from lack of courage, we think, 
rather than from lack of ambition, he has lost 
his opportunity. That he is still bent on some 
game is certain; but we have yet to 


remains the most backward In Europe, and the 
children of the soil have no rivals in poverty, 
in ignorance, in idleness. The curse seems 
still upon her. Will it ever bo removed-? Will 
Spain ever again lake her place in the family 
of nations? Wo have, at least, no reason yet 
to say that this latest attempt at resurrection 
has been more successful than that of 1812, or 
of 1820 or of 1836.

learn that Prim can do anything more than 
put down paltry insurrections.

tinued power of Prim is a very instructive 
commentary on the absolute incapacity of the 
Spanish people as a whole. Every Jover of 
liberty has, during these last fifteen months, 
hoped well of Spain; but everyone has to con- 
fess that hope has been turned to disappoint- 
ment. 


To our minds the indefinite postponement of 


the grand military review is a much more seri- 
ous matter than the difficulty between Prim 
and Figueras. It really is a bad and dis- 
couraging omen. So far as we can see. the 
natural interpretation of the postponement of 
the review is that the government has dis- 
covered some reason for distrusting the troops. 
There is a strong republican sentiment in 
Madrid. 
The review contemplated would 


bring in thousands from all parts of the coun- 
try. Disaffection to the present government— 
especially to Prim—exists in other than re- 
publican bosoms. All classes of the people 
are sick of the apparently interminable delay 
in bringing about some final settlement. The 
review would bring the troops into dangerous 
contact with the masses of the population. 
The defection of a single regiment or even of a 
single superior officer might make an end of 
the Regency, and send Prim and the rest of 
them to company with Isabella. If this be the 
true explanation of the postponement of th 
military review it shows that a crisis is a 
hand. All has been well for the men now in 
power, because the army could be relied upon 
If the army is now wavering we shall at no 
distant day have startling intelligence. We 
do not think that the falling sway of the army 
would be a bad thing for Spain. It might leac 
to some fighting. The fighting might develop 
some new men. At any rate it would relieve 
the monotony of which all are heartily sick. 


There is only one other feasible explanation 


of the present state of things, and that is that 
Prim meditates a coup ffitat. It is said that 
having done his best to find a king to fill the 
vacant throne, and having so thoroughly com- 
mitted himself to monarchy, he has resolved 
ts make himself complete master of the gov- 
ernment, and then invite the young Prince of 
the Asturias to take hold of the sceptre which 
fell from his mother's grasp. It is weH known 
that there are many in Spain who would not 
be unwilling to tolerate temporary violence for 
EO Qesirable a consummation. It is notorious 
that the Cortes are no longer committed 
against the Bourbons. The recent vote makes 
a restoration at least a possibility. 
It is pro- 


jable that the restoration of the monarchy in 
the person of the son of Isabella would give 
serious offence to the Carlists. But a rising 
of the Carlists would be a matter compara- 
tively of little importance if the progresistas 
and the unionists went together in*"favor 
of the restoration. As there is now no 
chance for a republic, and as a king 
cannot otherwise 
be had, the elevation 


to the throne of the Prince of the Asturias 
might, in the circumstances, be the best possi- 
ble solution of the difficulty. 
One great ob- 


jection exists to this explanation of the present 
situation, and, of course, to this solution of the 
Spanish question—it ia that Prim is not equal 
to such a task. 


However it may be, it is at least certain that 


some solution is now desirable. It ia lament- 
able to see a country like Spam steeped in 
such misery. It ia lamentable to see a people 
once BO proud and so prosperous so abject and 
so helpless. What other country is so favorably 
situated? Washed by the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean, and possessed of excellent har- 
bors, it ought to command the commerce of 
both hemispheres.. Nor is Spain wanting either 
in agricultural or mineral wealth. Her soil 
yields corn and wine and oil, and even the 


How is Cuba to be Diode 


There are conBicting opinions, it appears, as 


to the truth of the news from Cuba relative to 
the disastrous defeat of the Spaniards under 
General Puello by the Cubans under General 
Jordan; that is to say, the Spanish agents or 
officials here pretend to doubt it. There has 
been no evidence presented, however, to show 
that the despatch sent to us was not true, and 
considering that it came through Havana, 
where there is a censorship over the telegraph, 
that the details are particularly circumstan- 
tial, and that there had been an apprehension 
for some time past of a disaster to Puello, there 
is no reason to doubt ita reliability. Still we 
know by experience during onr late war, and, 
in fact, by experience relative to most wars, 
that accounts of successes from both sides are 
sometimes manufactured or frequently exag- 
gerated for the purpose of producing aa effect 
upon the public miad. 
The Spaniards in 


Cuba have shown themselves adepts at this all 
through the struggle in Cuba. The war there 
will probably drag along, unless prevented by 
the United States,, in the same way, and we 
shall be furnished with similar conflicting 
accounts. 


One thing is significant and worthy of 


remark, if the news of Puello's defeat proves 
true, as we believe it is, and that is that the 
Cubans were commanded by an American, 
General Jordan, who understands his business! 
There were other Americans, probably, in his 
array—men who, like himself, have had expe- 
rience in war, and had both the coolness and 
courage for the occasion. Jordan is a thor- 
oughly educated military man and had won 
the reputation of a good general in our lata 
war. He is just the officer the Cubans needed, 
and if Cespedes has made him Commander-in- 
Chief, as reported, it shows the good sense of 
the Cuban President. There are plenty of 
good officers and fighters, both in the South 
and North, who would be glad to take a hand 
ia the war for republican 
freedom in

pity they 
have 
been prevented 


from going by the overstrained vigilance 
and hostility of the government at Washington 
and through the stupid blunders of those who 
assume to be Cuban leaders in this country. 
A force of two or three thousand at most, or, 
perhaps, a less force, of such Amerisans, 
would soon make short work of the Spaniards. 
The war would not draar along for a long pe- 
riod; the island would be saved from devasta- 
tion, and Cuban independence would be secured 
beyond all doubt. 


But what is our government going to do ? 


WUl it permit this slaughter to go on indefi- 
nitely, Cuba to be ruined and our large trade 
with the island destroyed?' If the Secretary 
of State and administration think they are a 
match for the astute Spanish chiefs and diplo- 
mats in a pretended negotiation for the sale of 
Cuba they are likely to find themselves de- 
ceived. The Spaniards may amuse the admin- 
istration and continue to hold it as an ally for 
the suppression of the insurrection under the 
pretext that they are waiting for a favorable 
opportunity to sell Cuba; but will the freedom 
of the Cubans ever be attained in that way? 
May not the administration be cheated ia the 
end ? If there be between the Spanish govern- 
ment and our own a movement, as reported, 
for the cession of Cuba to the United States, 
the only way to accomplish the object is to 
give Spain notice in a decisive manner that the 
bargain must be closed—that there can bo no 
delay. The other alternative, and, perhaps, 
the shortest, best and cheapest one, is to ac- 
cord belligerent rights to the Cubans, and to let 
our brave and experienced warriors go to the 
rescue if they choose. If the government do 
not follow one or the other course it will be 
responsible for all the blood that must be shed, 
will do violence to the sympathy and wishes of 
the American people, will lose the finest oppor- 
tunity for extending republican liberty in 
America and enlarging our commerce and 
power, and will sink into disgrace in the eyes 
of the country and history.

venges. Nine years ago Mississippi was rep- 
resented in the Senate by Jeff Davis, who left 
mainly lo assert the right of white men to 
hold black ones disfranchised and without 
rights. Now there comes to succeed him 
Revels, a colored man, whose chief aim seems 
to bo to assert the right of black men to 
relieve white rebels of their disfranchisement 
and to take off their bonds. This is putting 
coals of fire upon an enemy's head with 
scorching effect. 
But the most terrible 


revenge of all falls upon Summer. The black 
man has been big idol. He has worked for 
him harder than the black slave ever worked 
for Jeff Davis. He has set his highest aim on 
attaining the Senatorah'ip for one of the 
oppressed race. But in proportion as he loved 
the negro he has hated the white master. 
He has been grinding him hard ever since tho 
rebellion tripped him. He has, like Shylock, 
got "him on the hip," and would feed fat the 
ancient grudge he owes him. But at this very 
juncture in comes this negro Senator, whom 
he (Sunraer) had, as It were, raised to the 
Senatorial seat beside him, and this negro, of 
all others, brings in a petition to restore their 
rights to the disfranchised rebels and to let 
Antonio keep his pound of flesh. It is enough 
to make even Sumner swear at the black man, 
"Out, out, damned spot!" 


The arrival of a colored man to succeed Jeff 


Davis as Senator, and his being allowed a seat 
by courtesy, his State not yet baing read- 
mitted, is a most startling exemplification of 
the great revolution that has swept ovsr the 
country, putting the bottom r^ils on top and 
the top rails at the bottom, changing customs, 
tastes and principles.

An indignant correspondent on gas saya

on the most equitable principles. Thus, when 
the trip was finished, he would go aside in th" 
stable and divide the sixpences betweoa his 
hat and his overcoat pocket, with "sixpence 
for Sol Kip"—iu the hat; 
"sixpence for 


me"—in tho pocket; and so on, with fair 
alternation, through the whole number of six- 
pences. Now, Sol Kip, who was once a sly 
witness to this division, only found fault when 
the driver gave himself an extra count on the 
ground that the sixpence was bent and not 
good enough to be given to Sol Kip. In the 
same way we at first thought our correspon- 
dent had some reason to find fault with the 
December sum of nine dollars and forty-five 
cents; but upon inspecting the matter more 
closely we are of a different opinion, and we 
think our correspondent must admit that 
the company has distributed the 
slices 


of fat and lean 
symmetrically and on 


principle. Thus the main sum of his first bill 
is two dollars; that of the second is six. 
The first sum is, therefore, multiplied by three. 
The main sum of the third bill ia three dollars 
and of the fourth nine—multiplication by three 
again.

ANOTHEE BBUTAL MUEDKE.—The account,

Jack Rej'iiolds, Murderer and Philcsopbcr. 


Jack Reynolds, a distinguished member of 


the governing classes, has evidently given 
some attention to the study of our social and 
political institutions. He has observed the 
operations of the law here with professional 
interest, and has watched narrowly the cours 
of justice. He gives the sum and result o 
his study in a single sentence. He ha 
worked the subject down to a formula as sim 
pie and distinct as it is true and atrocious—a 
formula so positively installed as one of his 
points of knowledge that the very halter wil 
hardly take it out of him. Hia view is that 
"hanging for murder is played out ia New 
-York." Jack Reynolds himself may be hanged. 
We should hardly be astonished to hear of such 
an end to his history—the more especially as 
we see some indications of a disposition to 
make a little political capital out of the feeling 
against Mm and the sympathy for his victim's 
family. The balance of "influence," there- 
fore, may bo just a little against this murdering 
philosopher, and he may hang for his 'act; but 
if this should happen it will be an accident, 
and an accident is not to be accepted as in- 
validating a general law. His own death, 
therefore, will not disprove his comprehensive 
statement of the results of our criminal juris- 
prudence. 


Jack Reynolds, whether set free by a Doug- 


las jury or a Johnny Real series of new trials, 
or by one of the Sheriff's deputies between the 
Tombs and the Court House—whether so kept 
alive or accidentally hanged—marks an era in 
oar criminal progress. He is tha first mur- 
derer who has formulated the view of the law 
and of justice that floats in the murderer's mind 
with more or less controlling force when he 
does the act of murder with snch savage fury 
or cool malignity as may be in him. We had 
something not unlike this from the governing 
class apropos to that murder in Battery place', 
when a distinguished politician committed 
"self-defence" by shooting a man in the back

The Cuban victory at Guaimaro has already 


had a good effect on tho authorities in Con- 
gress. Mr. Fitch yesterday introduced a bill 
in the House to grant belligerent rights to tho 
Cubans, and on motion of General Banks it 
was referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, of which he is chairman, by a vote of 
125 to 14. General Banks is a strong, devoted 
and ardent friend of Cuban independence, and 
as chairman of the Committee of Foreign 
Affairs in the House has great influence in tho 
committee room and in the hall. It will bo 
remembered that the resolution of last session, 
in which the President was authorized at his 
discretion to recognize the insurgents, was 
introduced by General Banks in the House, 
but was killed in the Senate by the refusal of 
Senator Stunner's committee to report upon it. 
It left the matter simply to the President's dis- 
cretion, which in foreign matters must, of 
course, be largely the discretion of Secretary- 
Fish and of the chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, Mr. Sumner. 
The present bill, however, does away with tha 
discretionary influence of Mr. Fish, and 
directs that belligerent rights be granted, 
whether the State Department is willing or 
not. It now rests with the House to pass tho 
bill, which it will do, and with Senator Sum- 
ner to report favorably on it to the Senate, 
which is more doubtful. 
Thus we shall have

The alleged Indignities to the staff officers ot th 
avy, about which there appears to be considerable 


distortion of facts—inueed, they are clearly denle( 
by the line officers aa only easting in the morbti 
Imaginations of the would-be commodore and cap 
tain surgeons—has led us to endeavor to work the 
casa up, with the view of getting ac the true state 
of affairs. Judge, then, of oar surprise to learn 
that a surgeon in the United States Navy has lately 
calmly aud deliberately denied a sick officer of thi 
line the comforts and conveniences of a naval nos 
pital, turning mm rrom the same when he applied 
for this refuge, 


It seems an offlcsr of twelve years in the navy 


applied for the comforts, conveniences and nursing 
at ono of our naval hospitals, desiring an operation 
performed which it was absolutely necessary lo 
attend to to save the officer Irom a bed of sickness, 
perhaps, for life. Ths officer was met by the sur- 
gecm'a statement that the operation could not be 
performed, the several naval surgeons consulted 
stating their Inability to attempt it—ihdeea, total 
Ignorance of such cases; indeed, they all m tne 
strongest terms warned the oaicer of the danger he 
was aoout to incur. Nevertheless, tha officer de- 
siring to save himself from becoming disabled for 
life decided to consult the beat physicians In, civil 
practice. He soon found two physicians of Brootc-

to have tne operation performed there, requesting 
that there might be assigned to him a room, the con- 
veniences and nursing of tne hospital.

Although tnere Is a direct m all Ime between Mas- 


cat and India there is probably as little realij known 
to Calcutta or Bombay or what lire ana society are 
Here lilce as In Paris or Now York. Anglo Indians 
will tell you that Muscat is a "beastly itttle Arab 
<gty?> _ the Hottest hole out of. pandemonium — in a 
ehronio state or epidemic typhoid lever— containing 
nothing to eat out dates, lisa an J camels' mils, ana 
fiwabited by a baud of fierce and intolerant fana- 
tics, who count it a pious act to cut the throat of an 
infidel. TJus is a somewhat exaggerated version of 
toe trutu. Your correspondent has stayed here a 
couple of weeks, aad lias liad rather a good time 
£hau otherwise, aud perliaps the results of liis ob- 
servations may be of interest. 


Bat it is not everybody who Snows where Muscat 


IB without first consulting a geographical dielion- 
8ry. It Is therefore as well, perhaps, to state that 
Muscat is the capital city and seat of government 
cf the province of Oman, whach consists of a long 
Strip of country along tne southeastern and southern 
Shares of Arabia. From the rune of Mahomet until 
toe fifteenth century Oman was past of the baracen 
empire. Then. it was conquered by the Portuguese 
under Albuquerque, who held It for a century and 
*.baU;.and alter passing lor a short time into the 
Sands of the Persians a patriotic sheikh, named 
Atined-ebn-Saeed, declared the country indepen- 
dent and proclaimed himself Sultan. Tiie sover- 
eignty of Oman has ever since remained in Ills 
temily; and until very lately the dynasty was an 
exceptionally good oae. Muscat was 13 its zenith 
About thirty years ago. It could then boast a navy 
•el Witty vessels; ana as the Sultan, furnished con- 
=TOJB ' for the protection of traders against tha 
pirates, who then inlestea the waters of the gulf, 
JSoscat became the centre of trade. Tae English 
gunboats have, however, now effectually suppressed 
.&uccaneenng, ana a great deal of commerce which 
jflsed formerly to come to Muscat now flows direct 
JIo the other parts of the gulf— to Lliiga, Bunder 
_Abl>as and Bushrre. From this cause and the Wily 
-of its later rulers Muscat is steadily declining. The 
only civilized sailing craft tuat now come here are 
four or fire American snips, who load dates for Bos- 
ion, and occasionally a little French schooner. The 
JSogush trade Is all done by means either of the 
.steamships which call Here fortnightly on saelr way 
np aud down tae Persian Gulf or of native bugga* 
-JOW3. It may here be mentioned that the United 
-States Is one of the three Powers that have eecured 
to their citizens by treaty the privilege of commer- 
cial Intercourse with Muscat. 
For scores of miles along thla side of AraDla the 
coast line is lornieii 0> a ciiam of barren mountains, 
~&Bd Muscat is situated at tne head of a little bay 
.tamed by two synrs running down from this range 
toto the sea. Oil each or its laud sides the city is 
-surrounded by masses ol dull brown rocs, over 
wulch you will wander vainly in search of a tultof 
moss or a blade ot arabs. Tney are aobolutely 
bare of vegetation; they cannot oo«ist of pofaaebsing 
even a nine 01 verdure, but, perhaps i: is ims \ery 
sterility ol its surroundmsa that gives Muscat sucn 
a pleasing appearance, nlien ilcneu Irouiapomt 
sufflfieutiy ruinots irom the Bmetla-oi its least re- 
spectable quarters to allow of impartial criucism. 
Ii only the liweumgs lusine the nails be reckoned 
Tae city is somewhat less than hall a mile square, 
aud as none but the better class of people oan afford 
tae expenses euwuicd by living v, itkui the gates 
these houses are all of coiisideuble bizo, and being 
_taced wiui light colored btucco ana huddled to- 
gether in such a way thai it is hard at a thoit dis- 
tance to distinguish tlie narrow passages tnat 
divide them iney oeem but u single mass ul white 
builalngs, and show out very strikingly against the 
darker Uiit ol tue nllla that, rise shaiply up on each 
-side of them. As you couie nearer, iiotverer, ana arf 
foul sniello, more numerous siud re.oituig timu the 
celebrated hundred Binellb of cologuo, beem to 
-Invade your noatrua, jou noclco that "these 
.splendid piles ol 
buildings arc in a very 
dilapidated condition, many of them, in fact, 
,l>eUig. inere'y a mass of ruins. As to streets, there 
are none ; tuero are passages between the houses, 
certauilr; but these are rareiy more than six or seven 
Jeet in width, irequently less, ana are never tra- 
Tersed by a wheeled vehicle. The Sultan, when he 
takes au airing, generally goes out on foot, and 
jioinetliues on horseuack. I am tohi there is no car- 
jaage or any description in the country. 
In Mu8L.it all tae nouses are built on pretty much 
.the same model— a tnlu shell of bondings, one room 
.thick, enclosing an interior quadianele. Some of 
them have balconies ranumsj round tlie outside, but 
more nave verandas round the little open square in 
aoie centre, 'ihd roois are flat, and the windows are 
merely oolong holes, protected from the general 
jmbiic partly by wooJen shutters and partly by 
*creeus ol plaster lattice wort. All of these bousen 
•date back to remote antiquity ; there are very lew in- 
•oeea less than a hundred years old. Tne one 
I am living in was built at the beginning 
of 
tue last century, and has not been re- 
jlfired or even whitewashed within the memory 
oi.man. Its walls have suffered sadly front time, 
321-usa.ge and rough weathei; on the outside the 
Blaster has in many places fallen away, exposing 
*ue ttetgu stones tuat form the body or the wall, 
while ou the inside the chuuam. has acquired a pe- 
culiar dingy brown hue from sino^e and constant 
contact with the Etuis ol Ethiopian slaves. In tue 
xoom where we dme Dart of thu wall has been car 
.Tied away by a canuon shot Ured during the revolu- 
tion of three years ago. .My uost preserves the ball 
us & curiosity; he was shaving when it took the 
liberty ol enuring the room. Tnen one staircase is 
partly .proten down, ana tne wooden coinmus or the 
veranda, cracked with tne iieafr have staggered 
away from tne peroendicular ana threaten soon to 
lall. And the whole House nas an air of feebleness 
and decay, and It requires bat a .slight exercise ol 
fancy to people Its cloomy corners with, the ghosts 
of Kenerations of lazy Arabs and of their wives, 
concubines, eunuchs tmd negro slaves, who lived 
ieie oefure it came' into the occupation of a FranK. 
Unseat has but few public buildings, lu fact, the 


<jnly ones.of any importance are the forta, 01 which 
tliere are two of considerable size, one at each s.dc 
of the city, while there are four smaller ones perched 
on various mil peaus, two of taem commanding the 
pass wnidi leads into Muscat from tue interior, and 
the oilier two guarding the extreme mouth of the 
harbor. AU these forts are very old, and when a 
ealnte is Urea the dust falls out irom the cracks In 
-tlie walls, aud the whole structure shakes and trem- 
bles as though it were aoont to tumble down, ihe 
Imanm lives IB & large noose, in nowise remartaDie 
for cleanliness or neatness. The rains of the old 
j>ortngese Governor's palace ara still standing, bat 
are remarkable lor nothing except their ags. 
All the poorer classes live outside the gates In 
miserable little huts, made out of a few .poies and 
paliu leaf thatching. Here also are most of the pro- 
vision suops, dfltes, camels' milk, flsn, locusts aad 
a sweetmeat known as hulwhn. being the principal 
articles of trade. But these villages are only allowed 
So stay here during me '-piping times of peace." 
' Whenever Muscat is besieged (as it generally is once 
,«very three or lour years) the defenders burn tnem 
dcwn, lest they SflouidJuiye cover to the enemy 
"•niile their Inhabitants are brought inside the walla 
10 fight under the wnite banner of the Imaum un- 
leaE, as they generally do, theysansibly betake taein- 
aeigss to t&s quietest corner of the country they can 
find. 


"rue population ofJHnscat comprises Araba, ce- 
groea. Hindoos ana jBeioocaees. The Arabs form 
^nbouta third ana the negroes another third, luo 
Hindoos are nearly all merchants, of the '-banian" 
,easteifney come almost exclusively from Catch and 
Bajpoocana; ana now nearly all the trade of tne place 
,Ja in their nanoa. The Beloocnees are Mussulmans, 
Cut are tooKeJ dowu upon Di tae Arabs as an infe- 
rior race. 


But of course toe main staple or the population 
«re ine Ai»bs and iheir oegco slaves. The Arab cere 
ana much lie same appearance and character thai 
ie Js creffoed witU m tte "Arabian Kignta" and 
-elsewhere. Seweara the same long beard, not un- 
Xreyuentiy dj^d the auburn red, which, according to 
tradition, was tha tuts of that 01 the prophet; hn 
foead i» covered with the same huge turban: his 
clothei, ducli as Ua has, Arc of tho loosest 
:ind easiest ate.pe; and In JUa girdle is stucE 
j cuTFed flaseer. Trltnailgnly decorated hilt; ana 
.c is » .model oTlasclaesi ant! patience and placid 
-onMOltment and Jiiactlva beuerolehce. Eow bo 
Urea ta a uiy«er.F. Homo Arau* aje certainly to be 
•een flihlng and caniel-drlvjug aad even carrying 
•rater; out all the «ally huad wori of the place if 
. done by the negroM. There are a. lew Arabs also 
•of no »re not jioove menial service. The.mea who 
* ait on uty noat and mymiir are Arabs, though they 
wt ar big oaggen la their girdle and keep their own 
«auiWh)hmeuta of wives, concirMaea ana negro 
•laMfl. 'Ihoy get Iho snoriBOUsly h(|{h pay of ten 
doUwB a month, wnlct la ihla poverty-stricken 
laud JA enough to procure all the luiaoea alluded 
to; and, undei- those clrcumstttQces, they Oeeni it DO 
degradatlo,u to eat the bread ol toa Inflaeli 
blavery liourlshes hero a* » highly cherished 
national institution. But domestic nuvery among 
at '68 uiildnt uosalUJ* tree: tt^aors 


nearly resembles tho band scrwlce rendered to 
Abraham than the toll exacted from a plantation 
liand, The blaves are »n Lcgroei. Some 01 tneiu 
come from Zauzitur, while others are imported, 
through Jcdda. Medina and Meccu, from Abya- 
Eima. 
The latter are lar the more valuable, 
owing to then intelligence; out tneu they aie inuc'.i 
raier and d-:iror tnau the Seci'.ees, ov Zanziu.ir 
slaves. The latter are Irequenily naw ted about tlio 
bazjars of Muscat bv pnuessional dealers and sosm 
to be worth noui $10 to Si5, aucoiumg to age, coutu- 
tioii, ic. AII Abyssinian is values at from &50 M 
$150. 
Theso are, ot course, ouly the rates lor men. 
I'or woaieu, who are mainly bought lor purpose!, of 
concubinage, the puces are considerably lusher. 
Even a teeaee woman, blacs as tue ace of spades, 
wiui blubber lips and wool-covered skull, will bring 
liorn $35 to Slu, while a belter featured Abj Salman, 
unless she be past child-bcarintr, cannot De bought 
for less than $75, and may bring anything ui> to 
$500. The trade in women Is uustiy lu tho Hands of 
the larcer dealers. It is against tne laftii ol a Mos'cui 
lo.expose tlie face 01 i wouiaa in iliestreat, aud buy- 
ers have therefore to go to the dealers House and 
make a selection. 
Nothing can uc more curious tban the system of 
concubinage established auionj? the Arabs. Ai pre- 
sent, according to tlie ^ecE who hold sway >n Oman, 
it is only lawful to have one wile. But this wife has 
no right to be jealous, though her husband should 
buy hall a dozen negro slave women ana. ogenry 
live with Uiern. All these slaves are, however, nomi- 
nally subject to the legal wife; they have to obey 
her and submit to personal chastisement at nor 
hands, if she be pleossa to liimct i?. But by far tue 
most singular leature of this system is, that the 
children ol the slave woman ranK on a perfect 
equality with ine children of the legal wile. A3 
soon as sue has a oaiid by lier master tne slave 
woman Is declared free; her onspiinn is lonnaliy 
acknowledged as belonging to hisiathei'sianiliy, and 
the estate of tuo lather is equally divided aiiion^ a*l 
his children of pure or mi^ed blood alit.e. Even in 
the royai lamiiy he same rule hows good, and tlia 
two Sultans wuo preceded the present one were 
both tue oifsyriiia 01 a slave mother. There is, 
therefore, no ear whatever to miscegenation m 
Muscat, and ou tte stde of the slave woman, 
at any rate, tueieis every inducement to It. But in 
some unexplained manner the purity ol the better 
Arab lanulies is pretty wen preserved. Sometimes 
1 have heard it .accounted for by the dying out of 
the mixed race; and certainly, considering tue enor- 
mous number ol bastard colored children born here 
every year, there are remarKao'y lew halt-oioads 
about the streets and bazaars, it muse be remem- 
bered, too, that this is all the more arrange, since 
most Arabs keep a coaple ot eoacuomes, and maay 
ortiisinhalf a dozen or even more. On tae other 
hand, owing to tue dark complexion ol tne Arab 
liinibeLt, it is sotncn-nat hard to aetect the admix- 
ture of race, wuere tue ctiiid happens to inherit the 
leatures of either of its parents in a very marked de- 
gree. .Sow acd then oae comes across a man of im- 
pure race, with a very H{rht*cotnplexion, but wit-n 
the thick lips and woolly hair ol the African. In his 
case tnere can be no donbt. But if one meets a 
man w itu Arao leatures, and m whom tae sole 
ground of suspicion consists in a slightly darker 
tinge of color than usual, 
It is very hara 
to give a decided opinion as to his parentage. Taere 
is but little jeaiousy of race, however, between 
Arabs and negroes. An Arao prefers a wife of his 
own blood, simply because she has more regular 
features and belongs" to a higher type of beauty, 
not because be would be ashamed to have legitimate 
children by an Ethiopian woman. 
There axe other features in Muscat slavery of some 
Inte'rest, aad wuich speak well for the humanity aud 
benevolence of the Arabs. Slavery here is not even 
la theory absolute. Tue chattel, aitnoogn he may 
bs nought and sold, has rujhts which are acknow- 
ledged and wnich meet with universal respect. If a 
master ill-treats a slave, either iQ'tQetsnape of ex- 
cessive personal violence or overwoflc. or In any 
other manner, the bondmaa has the privilege of 
bringing the case before tne cadi, and if it snonld 
appear to tne latter that,tue master is unfit to own 
a Dondmau the slave is declared free. And ui the 
case of a female slave the law 
IB almost 
equally 
charitable. 
No 
master 
can com- 
pel his 
slave to be his 
concubine, but 
if he persist In 
making overtures to her 
against Her inclination she can go to the cadi and 
demand as a right to be sold to some other owner. 
In fact, the relations between master and slave in 
Unseat have very strong elements of sympathy, 
respect and affection. Nearly every good Mussul- 
man at fiis death frees his slaves, too, by Bis will; 
SHU if tney have been good servants He probably 
leaves them a email legacy. When uiw fact, together 
wita the custom ol ireemg women who have borne a 
child to a white man, and tne legal equality of child- 
ren of pare and n,ixed blood, are taken into account, 
it will oe easily credited that negroes are not In 
Unseat looked upon aa necessarily a race of slaves, 
and that they are at any rate not regarded as a ser- 
vile race in the same uglrt. tnat they used to be in the 
South- Au Arab sees only in his slave a victim of 
excessively liard luck, and although it has pleased 
Allah to place so wide a distinction between them, 
it may also please Him at any nmo to reverse tho 
Situation. 
So far I have been speaking mainly of Seedee 
slaves. Abysajmans are even much better treated, 
but only because they are capable of much more. 
Unless the slave when bought is too old to learn ho 
is taunht to read and write, aud If he fchows a good 
disposition, and proves himself honest and trust- 
worthy, he is employed by his master as his clerk, 
or as steward on board a bujrgalow, or perhaps 
even aa supercargo or captain. Kothingls beyond tue 
grasp of au Abj ssmian blave It he only have tho 
pauence to wait. His ireedom is merely a matter of 
time, and alter that lie frequently becomes rich. Aa 
Abjesmian slave in an Arao household is in no more 
degrading a nosition than was Joseph in Potipuar'a 
household, wlule, as the steward in an Arao larniiy 
is not allowed to approach the harem, lie may have 
even fewer chances or meetlngunmerlted disgrace. 
There Is, lioivcier, onu Uarbarlty connected witn 
African slavery in Arabia tvlilcli canuoc be too in- 
ditjnanttj condemned, though it had so long existed 
and is sanctioned by .sucn high Moslem authority 
that it IB not likely to be soon abolished. I refer to 
the inhuman mutilation ol boys, so as to fit tnem 
for the functions ot eunuchs. This mutilation is 
never performed in Arabia; tne Arab ia too good- 
natured and soft-hearted himself to perpetrate so 
terrible a crime; but ne has no objection to avail- 
ing himself of the product of other men's cruelty, 
and paying them handsomely for the guilt they have 
incurred. The ooerittion is therefore attempted bo- 
fore the slave leaves Alrlca, and, although the vic- 
tims are generally of tender age, only one In ten 
survives. This mortality is no doubt partly the re- 
sult of the unskilful manner in which the mutilation 
is performed. The value or the eunuch depends to a 
great extent upon me measure or health and strength 
which remains to him. 
There are only three white residents In Muscat 
They consist of the British Consul, the British Con- 
sul's clerk and the steamship agent, who is also a 
well-to do merchant But Hie is not nearly so dull 
here as might be anticipated. There is always more 
or less political excitement afloat, and political ex- 
citement takes the form in this country of hard 
knocks and Broken heads. Mr. McGUl, the steam- 
ship agent, b.as twice had to fly for his life during 
the revolutions that have taken place uere, and on 
oae occasion ne had g>eat difficulty In effecting his 
escape, Snreiy a man can cheerlnily renounce the 
pleasures of billiards and ballrooms, of theatres and 
card parties, when he has an ever-present con- 
sciousness of the uncertainty of human Ilia, espe- 
cially in Muscat. 
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MUSCAT, Dec. U, 1869. 


Muscat was in former times celebrated as a 


land of song and festivity gad pleasure; but It Is 
now groaning under laws of ultra-Puritanical strict- 
ness. About a year ago, m o manner which will be 
more particularly described lu a subsequent part of 
this letter, Azan-btn-Ghes, the present Snltan or 
Imaum, ascended the throne. Azan Is at the head- 
of the Abadee sect of Mussulmans, who are dis- 
tinguished by the gloomy asceticism of their life 
and the fierce Intolerance of their speculative opin- 
ons. Unseat as a city is merely clay to the hands 
of the potter. All the fighting of the country ia done 
by the Bsdouln or wild Arabs, or by the tribes 
that are not nomadic, and are nevertheless scarcely 
•wholly husbandmen; tnoes that till the ground, 
but manage, notwithstanding, to tesp themselves 
In the habit of warfare by an occasional raid upon 
tbeir neighbors. And as Muscat does an inllnlt- 
eslmal share of the country's fighting she has equally 
little to say as to the manner in which tae coun- 
ry shall be governed. Each master she has enjoyed 
nas taten the privilege or dictating wnas she snail 
believe in the way of religion, and how the life of 
let inhabitants shall be ordered, nut never before 
has she sighed under so heavy a ruler as now. Just 
maglne the disgust of a town Arab, whose chibouque 
or loos pipe used to be constantly la nls mouth 
frora "early mom till dewy eve," when he la per- 
emptorily forbidden to use tobacco in any form. 
And j et such Is toe present law in Muscat, And it is 
rigidly enforced. Every night numberless, nbiqnit- 
ous, ucbnbable spies prowl about the city, Ui;e "the 
pestlieuce that waltcth in darkness," In search 
of offenssra. Woe to the unfortunate wlfiht whose 
guilt IB discovered! For Mm there shall be, first, a 
sleepless night in the tort, followed by arraignment 
Before a lone-bearded aw bigot, who acts aa cuicl 
nioollah, or prleit, and wnoae namo is Kulejlee. 


will come the m£YltabId punifihmeat. His 


pipe will be broken before Jala eyes and nls tobacco 
denied aad batted, and then, having been forced to 
Kneel down by tlio manual persuasion of .3 conplo ol 
the Imaum'a guards, his back will Ue uncovered and 
a monster IB human form will admlnUler twenty- 
five or fifty cutg with a hard stick, according to the 
terms of toe sentence. The other day a boy caught 
oklqg died under the caatigatkm ho got for ic. 
But smoking is by no means the only ¥81117 
aasaiied by these Arab fanatics, who are re-enacting 
in the fatherland of Mohammed the rote of the Con- 
necticut saint* who made their names immortal by 
"blue" legislation. 
No, indeed. A man is here 
legally forbidden also to wear tsllc: nor may lia 
adorn htmseir with gold— not even trlth a thread of 
tho precious metal woven Into his turban; nor 
nay lie sing, or moke a Joyful nolae on the tomtom 
or any other magical Instrument; normayhodituce; 
nor may he wear long mnstachioa. i.-0r any ol tueae 
offencei he will M «misn«d to more or icu tot* fir 


trie sticfc. it is curious to notice that tlie people— 
and, 
uniortunatcly, frequently with truth— aocuso 
the men wno have IIIID legislated luu aud harmless 
indulgences out of the world of nameless crimes. 
Ouly the other day sf moollau, or priest, was con- 
victed of an unnatural oTence of exception U guilt. 
It is biuguiar, certainly, taat Human nature in Ara- 
bia, as lu Massachusetts, wiien strained to a super- 
human pitch at spirituality aud sell denial, should 
suddenly kick tue beam on the other side of tlie 
scate. 
This legislation has made Azan extremely unpopu- 
lar. and umoriuoutely lor him, he is detested, not 
oufy by the town people, who can do nothinsr, but 
aiso by tue intcitor tribes, wlio are ripe lor iiiautr«> 
tlou— some or whom, indeed, are at this verf mo- 
msiit m open arms against the present government. 
To make tue political situation here inielliglbie, how- 
ever, H wi<l be necessary to go some distance back. 
Ana ic will also be necessary to can attention to 
the ontageons and uuworiantasie conduct or the 
Brit sh l!i.sldent and his subordinates— conduct In 
moot lUigrant violation of international law, and 
prjciuctive of tue greatest mischief to tlie entire 
civilized world. To the United SUtes ic has been 
especially mischievous, since it has ruined one of 
the markets in which American cotton goods woul J 
sail Compete with Ennlish manufactures, notwith- 
standing tne rise m prices. A lew years ago, befoie 
Great Britain practically assumed the government 
ot the countries lying on the Persian Gull, the United 
States found a market lor 3,000 bales of goods 
annually in Muscat, bast year an American blnp 
broagitt out a hundred oales, and could 
of them. As will be suowu, thia is mainly owiug to 
tiie disorders and anarchy pioduced in Oman Dy 
.British meddling. To gratify tne personal vanity of 
Colonel 1'eily, tue British Resident in the Persian 
Gulf, Muscat has been prevented Jrom choosing a 
ruler \7hom she debired, aud has had a man lorccd 
upon her whom she loathes, aud under whom 
tue country has iKcn already half ruined, while it 
caa naver under him be pacmed. 
l'o bejm at the beginning. When Synd Saeea awd, 
in lodd, his son'iaoweynee succeeded to the suitau.- 
ate of Muscat, wlaie, according' to the terms ol his 
will, anottier brother became ruler ol Zanabar, 
which, had lor many sears belonged to .Muscat. 
Tnoneynee disputed this arrangement, and with 
some justice; lor among the Arabs inheritance is 
not a matter depending absolutely upon a fathers 
pleasure. Ihe luiaum, lor example, cannot appoint 
Bis successor; tue ngnt to do so devolves at Ins 
death upon the family, or rather tnbe, to whitB He 
beiongs. It Is not by any means necessary e\ en that 
the elues; son, or even any son, or the late ruler 
should oe cliosen: m fact, irequentiy tae brother of 
tue amtan is appointed in Dieierence to his son. 
TaKinj; these ththjsjinio consideration it will be seen 
that Tuowejnee was not wholly unreasonable in dis- 
puting his lather s will. W was at tnis juncture tliat 
me linusli government stepped in and assumeJ. 
without the vestige of aright except that or brute 
force, the privilege or deciding tae quarrel. First of 
all they menaced Thoweynee, if he pressed nis 
ciaims to Zansioar, with the loss of Muscat; bat Dis- 
covering subsequently that Tnoweynee was in tne 
right they made a Iresn settlement of tue case, by 
wmeh it was arranged that Zanzibar should remain 
separate ttom Muscat, but should pay an annual 
saoaidy— not a tribute— of $30,000 a year. Kow, 
even if Great Britain had the right of appointing her- 
sell jadge, was not this a curious decision? 
Thoweynee was not a very goodruier, but he let 
things alone, and they did not go very far wronz 
until the British Resident in the Persian Gulf put his 
finger in, tne pie. Tncweynee, besides the Sultan of 
Zanzibar, had yet a third brother, named Thoowcee, 
wno bad been in his lather's lifetime Governor of 
Sohar- And as he was a very good sort of governor 
and popular with his subjects, he weald have kept 
his command but that he was induced, oy a safe 
conduct, signed by a British Consul (one of the 
Resident's subordinates), to come down and con- 
fer witn his brother Tnoweynee at some littla 
place on the coast. 
When he arrived there 
the Consul suddenly revoked trie safe conduct, and 
Thoorkee was made a prisoner. The Resident, 
h'owever, dismissed tne OODEU! who had Inns brought 
disgrace on the British name, and warned Thowey- 
nee that the death of Thoorkee In prison would have 
most disastrous results; but the release of Thoorkee 
was not demanded, as the Resident deemea the ac- 
tion of the Consul binding, though it had been clearly 
an act oiireachery. 
But Thoorkee successfully made up the quarrel 
with his brother, and even enjoyed a military com- 
mand under him, and engaged in active service. 
He was not however, allowed to resume command 
of Sohar. In 1365 one of the Sultan's sons, named 
Setim, who had been previously suspected of trea- 
son, suddenly murdered hia father, Thoweynee, as 
som2 say, by cuttins his throat, while others allege 
tnat death was caused by poison. Seum iiad no 
more valid right to the throne than Thoorteee, and 
ihe British itesiaent refused to reeogaize bim, 
though, at the same time, he would not declare 
in favur 01 Tnoorkee. 
Alter a while, as the 
parricide was BO unuojralar that It was evident ne 
could not long remain at tlie head of the govern- 
ment, Thoorkee was induced by his friends to head 
a revolution. The British Resident, however, luter- 
lerea just as he was on the point ol aonisving suc- 
cess, and warned him ttiat the British bavins Uy 
this time determined to recognize Selirn, he was en- 
gaged in a hopeless enterprise. 
Tuoorkee taen 
negotiated, through the Resident, a peace with hia 
nephew, and reared to another point on the coast. 
A year later, tue unpopularity of Selim beluij Set 
more manuest, Thoorkee again headed a revo.uuon. 
Tins time he took, possession of Mnttarah, and bis 
success was so certain that Sellm oilered to hand 
over to him half his dominions — Sellm to have the 
the southern hair and Thooikce toe northern hair; 
but Tlioort>.ce refused, stilting that he would HS.TS 
all or none. Bat when he was thus assured of in- 
umt)h Colonel Peliv, tne British Kceicenr, appeared 
on the scene (he baa been assent at some otncr part 
of the Gulf;, ordered Tnoorkee to desist ilght-iug, 
to disband ms army, and to turrender Ills person to 
the British, threatening, as the penalty of reiusai, 
that he wouia bombard iluttarau, a town of some 
20,000 inhabitants, already m tae possession or 
Tuoorkee. 
The latter expostulated with Colonel 
Polly, bat the latter stood firm, aad Thoorkee ujaily 
gave himself up and was taken to Bombay aa a po- 
litical pn&onsr. Now, what right had the British 
Resident to interlere in an intestine quarrel of this 
nature? 
Theu about a year ago came the rebellion of Azan- 
bln-Ghes, the present ruler of Muscat. He marched 
down Irom tne interior, and, aa Tnoorkee nad aons 
previously, took Muttarah. Ills claim to the throne 
was very blight He was one ol tho royal lamiiy 
certainly, but his chief claim seemed to be on, the 
ground that his i ather and uncle had uoth been killed 
in tue time of Thoweyuee— the lormer alter Bo had 
surrendered to Thoweynce's son, belnn. Kumorsays, 
by tne way, in regard to Azan's claim in this respect, 
that his latner simply surrendered hlmsell and his 
fort to Sellm because ne was afraid of his own son, 
Azan. But these family treacheries in Oman, and, 
In lact, all over the Gulf, are mere matters of 
course. A man kills his father or his brother or his 
son without a twinge of remorse. But weak as 
Azan's claim was, theie was no doabt as to nis 
power to seize the government, and Colonel Pelly 
therefore threatened Azan just as he had threatened 
Thooris.ee; but Azan said boldlr that the quarrels of 
tue people of Oman concerned themselves aione. 
Colonel Pelly telegraphed to his government tliat 
Azan had defied him, but his itovernment told Him 
not on any account to resort 10 force, but to patch 
up things as best Be could. 
Azan was therefore allowed to ascend the tnrone, 
but has not even now been recognized. But he was 
never the choice of the people, and it is only by the 
sword that "he can keep himself a day on the 
throne. 
Half 
the population of Muscat have 
run away, and the other half are the penniless Hair 
who are of no account commercially. Trade at this 
present moment is almost ata dead standstill, owing 
to the present insurrection of the Beni Boo All tribe 
navmg caused the stoppage ofali tne passes throutrh 
the mountains but one. An American gentleman 
wno is here buying dates is thus ncarcely able to 
make up Bis cargo. 


Now, although there can be no doubt that Muscat 
would have Its troubles, even though the British 
should never interfere with her, is it not clear that 
that interference, apart altogether from its wanton 
Injustice, ia of the moat hurtful character to general 
commerce, while it brings discredit upon the whole 
body of "Franks?" The Arabs have but a very faint 
idea of the difference between an American and an 
Englishman. The odium created by the meddling 
and muddling intervention of the one recoils upon 
the otner.

THE PARKS OF B&GGKLYXf. 


TIteir Cost and Progress—Annual Retort 


of t&s Park Commissioners. 


Yesterday afternoon the annual report of tne ParK 


Commissioners of Brooklyn was submitted to the 
Common Council. It is a % ery lengthy document, 
covering thirty-six pages of loolscap. The report 
commences by alluding to the awards made lor the 
recent acquisition of land to the western angle of 
Prospect Park, amounting to $1,705,248, which, it is 
held, was the result of a lair examination of the 
claims of the panics Interested. After congratulat- 
ing the public upon the Improvements In Brooklyn, 
past and prospective, the question of assessments is 
discussed. 


On reference to the assepsment rolls or tne city 


property they find that since the commencement of 
active operations there lias been added to tne tax 
list the large amount of $77,X)2,ao, the Board 
of Assessors having felt themselves Jusuued by 
Its very obvious increase in adding twenty-five per 
cent for the year 1S69. The amount of such pro- 
perty is now $190,084,110, while la the rural dis- 
tricts it is $11,808,933,'making the total amount now 
standing on the assessors' books $208,433,043; $32,- 
820,053 of this money has arisen la the wards imme- 
diately surrounding the Park, including the town of 
Flatbusli, thereby increasing the city's Income nearly 
$1,000,000. 


On the question of boundaries they could not 


satisfy themselves that the land which they had 
taken was all that was necessary, and, least of all, 
that the ground east of Flatbush avenue, in conse- 
quence of its isolated and disjointed character, could 
be made to Harmonize m any tolerable degree with 
tne flne park land on the other Bide. They conse- 
quently proceeded to mature a plan for the extension 
of the Park In a direction in which laud was cheaper 
and fortunately better adapted td park purposes, 
while it took nothing from our own taxable pro- 
perty. Their report on this plan was printed aud 
extensively circulated, and met with a hearty ap- 
proval. Being satlsfled with tho favorable expres- 
sion of tue public tius obtained, the Commissioners 
applied to the Legislature for ihe additional terri- 
tory required, at the saute time asking for authority 
to ECU so much of the land on the east stde of Flat- 
bush avenue as was not embraced lu the plan, in 
order that they might have means to pay for what 
they proposed to annex on the other side. They ob- 
tained a portion of the land required, but, much to 
their regret, they were refused tne litty acres which 
they moat desired. They were also refused permis- 
sion to sell, though it had received the approval of 
the Senate, and is believed to have influenced that 
body in the passage of a bill for Park extension, 
passed the same ciay. 


The Commissioners are convinced of the propriety, 
in consequence of the extended financial obliga- 
tions of the city, of making a fresh disposition of 
the land on theteast side of the avenue, in order that 
It may be sold under their direction, in a way which 
will not only benefit the Part r>y giving it proper ap- 
proaches from the north an'd cast, but will at the 
same time add largely to the value of property m 
ii» vicinity. 
During the past season the Commissioners have 


pushed forward the work of construction upon all 
the parks under their control with as much rapidity 
as practicable. The whole area under treatment 
thus lar la 862 acres in Prospect Park and 30 acres in 
Washington Part—255 acres of the Joriner park con- 
sisting of woodland, shrubbery and meadows with 
intervening roads, walks, <fce., complete. The finest 
drive extends over a space of five miles in length, 
and tha bridle paths are of an, equal distance, with 
lour additional miles in progress. 


TompKtug Park has been recently placed under 
the control of the Board, but no provision has been 
made tor its improvement. They trust that autho- 
rity will be given them by tae present legislature 
to raise money audlcleut to perfect the park: lu a 
stylo corresponding with the small parka ot this 
city. Tie parade ground is now in complete order; 
a substantial shelter house, with suitable accommo- 
dations has been bnut for tne convenience of the 
military, the main building being forty feet square, 
with wings extended to the distance of slxtr-Ionr 
feetoncacnslde. 


Nothing of importance has been done towards 
tho improvement of City Park, which is be- 
coming less frequented as a pleasure ground 
every day, as 
the superior 
advantages of 


Washington Park are being developed. The dis- 
cussion ot the best rnotnod of fitting up City Park 
di a plaoo of amusement cannot ba resumed to 


advantage, tno Commissioners UiloK, until our city's 
debt shall Dave been brought within such easy and 
reasonable proportions as shall cease to be a serious 
burden to our taxpayers. Public onlnion seems to 
have fully endorsed the recommendation to use It 
for the purposes ot 
a ceneial market, and 


tney hoped that some action of the Common 
Council would ere this have rebuitcd in the es- 
tablishment of that needed accommodation. They 
think they should no lopger delay 'o act upon 
that requiiemeut of tho law which placed the Park 
under tfleir supervision and renders it obligatory 
upon tlicm to suggest to the Legislature such luruier 
legislation ill icgard to all the Brooklyn parks as 
they shall deem advisable. They intend to suggest 
the use of th's parKfor a public market to the Legis- 
lature, until it shall be found expedient to resume 
lie use as a park. 
The Improvement fund m 1SOS was limited to 


$3,000,000, including tlie bonds which Dad been pre- 
viously issued. Tins limit lias Deen readied—nut a 
very considerable noruon of the park, iucludlng-tlie 
fllty acres recently annexeJ, yet remains to be im- 
luoved—and the Commissioner will be obliged to 
suspend fuitlier operations until tlie Legislature 
shall have furnished means lor its completion. The 
cost of such a work of art as the perfection cof a 
public park cannot properly be csiimated or exe- 
cuteo by contract, but in the judgment of the Com- 
missioners tne amount now required will not exceed 
$2.000,000. 
The amount awarded for the land first purchased 


for Prospect Park, on the 13tli of June, 1SG4, includ- 
ing expenses, as appears from die official report nied 
in the County Clerk's oBlce, was $1,387,608; lor the 
second purchase on the 5th of Febrtrary. 1560, 
S16S 588; for the third purchase on the 27th of May, 
1807, sn2,14fr, for the lourth and last purchase, on 
the isth 01 Aoril, 1869, $1,705,248. makitrg a total of 
54,004,168. From this deduct the amount awarded 
to the city for a strip of laud thirty feet wide, taken 
irom the Park for the widening oi Vanderbilt a\ e- 
nue, and paid into the sinking luiid to be applied to 
the sedemption of park bonds, $28,509 and the pre- 
sent cost of all tne land pmc!ias,ed will be $3,97.i,MS. 
If to this we add the amount authorized to be ex- 
pended for Improvement, S3,ooo,oao, the total indebt- 
edness of the city at this time on account oi this 
work will be $6,975,648. 
Tbls property will cost, say, $7,000,000; but if sold 


to-day it would realise more than enough to pay the 
whole debt of the city, and long before its purchase 
shall have been matured it will in all probability 
be worth ten-' times its cost, besides givinc: an im- 
petus to property In Its neighborhood that will afford 
a tax more than sufficient to pay the mteiest on its 
cost, and liquidate the entire debt at matnn ty witu- 
out adding anything to tne general taxation.

Ihe ilrst cost of the wire la about double that 
orainariiy employed by the old telegraph com- 
panies, but the new wire is claimed to be at least tea 
times more durable than tlie common iron wire, 
while us vast superiority as a conductor of elec- 
tricity wiU enable the new company to telegraph 
through long circuits promotlr in the heaviest 
storms, when tfio ordinary wires are rendered use- 
less. 
The new line haa been completed some days 
between this city ana Washington, several gangs of 
workmen are rapidly setting tue poles between Hal- 
tmiore and New York, and It is expected tnat the 
line will be completed during the ensuing inontji.

wards the Eormatioa of a Boot and Shoe 


Board of Trade—Views of Prominent 


Manufacturers and Jobbers. 


Aa adjourned meeting of boot and shoe manu* 


facturers and jobbers was held yesterday afternoon 
at the Astor House, the attendance" claiming to re- 
present $30,000,000 of trade annually, air. Stephen 
njat! occupied the chair, and Mr. G. F. Anderson 
filled tho part of secretary. Alter the minutes ol 
the meeting held on tlie ijtti ult. nad been read 
reports of committees were called on, and that on 
permanent organization furnished an elaborate re- 
view or the question of cstaollshms an organization 
for the protection of the interests of the trade, in 
which it says:—''The manufacture aud sale of 
boots 
and 
shoes

sagacity and labor of thousands ol persons of all 
ages and both sexes, and the scope of the trade 
reaches

Here follows a dissertation on tlie hazards of trade 
under whlcn jobbers especially suffer, and the ques- 
tion of the manufacturers competing with those of 
the East is ably dihcusssd. In continuation it says:—, 
"fliis trade should follow in the steps of many 
others, ana, line them, form a trade union, wliereDy 
its varied interests can be so divided up that eaclt 
separate Interest "will have allotted to It watchful 
aud vigilant guardians." It finally recommends 
that perm&uC'Ui aud suitable quarters be chosen. 
The document was signed by Messrs. Rlcuaids, Big- 
elow, TrasK, Powell, Dittman, St. John, Elliott, 
Brlnt, and Powers. 


A long and warm debate followed the reading of 


this document, the questions of credit and how to 
ascertain the standing of members being fully dls 
cussed, when the constitution was submitted and 
accepted. Its chief points of interest are:—Object ot 
the association, to piomote the general welfare ot. 
ihe trade by affording facilities for frequent meeting 
and exchange of views and for general co-operation. 
Standing committees—six are provided for. viz.:—. 
Finance, Arbitration, Debts and Debtors, Insurance, 
Transportation and. Labor. The duty of the Com- 
mittee on Debts and Debtors shall be to ex- 
amine, when requested by two or more in- 
terested 
members, mto cases or mercantile; 


failures and suspensions, 
and 
report to tha 
president or secretary aa speedily aa possible tha 
debtor's condition, liabilities, assets, Ac. Tne com* 
mirtee may also keep a book asa record of non- 
payment by any debtor of any Indebtedness or 
any lacts or circumstances which may cast a sus- 
picion upon the character or credit of any debtor. 
The insurance uommiltee are to procure lusnranca 
in rebable companies on tne properly of members,. 
The Transportation Committee,are to treat on ques- 
tions of freight and rejrulate" differences between 
members and express and other companies. The 
Labor Committee shall h'ave charge or all questions 
and matters of labor arising between members and 
employes. 
Seveial sneakers followed In remarks on tha 
movement, which appeared to them highly neces-. 
sary. 'ihelabor question, itwas stated, wouldrcceivs 
ample consideration. The question of investigating 
credit seemed highly important, as the trade losa 
many thousands of dollars annually by eivin« credit 
to persons whose standing cannot be analyzed. The 
association, which will bear the title of the New 
York Boot and Snoe Board of Trade, must not, how- 
ever be considered a mercantile ageiicv. The infor- 
mation It must glean respecting the standing o( 
members will be solely for the benefit of interested; 
members aud to render tlift association respected. 1? 
was also stated that as soon as the society is started 
all differences between the Knignts of St. Crispin 
and their employers will be amicably settled, aa 
heretofore tney have nad to deal with individual 
members of the trade, and now can appeal to the 
whole body, where all questions of labor and wages 
willieceive prompt and respectful attention.

Business Dull, but Prodnction Increasing. 


(From the Philadelphia Ledger, Jan. 31.) 
Though the anthracite coal trade »s. still quoted 
doll, at weaker prices, tne production of coal is on 
the increase. The Reading Railroad brought down 
(ol all Kinds) for the weeK ending on the 27th last. 
47,223 Ions, aeainst 31,961 tons tae previous wees, 
and for the fiscal year, beginning with the 1st of 
December, 423.009 was, against 343,2*4 tons to the 
same time last year— aa Increase of 79,765 tons. 
Though the tonnage of the Heading Railroad for the 
weet is greater than on the preceding wees, it is 
less than it was in corresponding wees last year. Ail 
the coal regions, except the ScnuylUll, showed an 
increased production as compared with the cor- 
responding time last year. 
The total pro- 
duction of all regions for the weeK is 205,445 
tons, against 176,464 tons tae preceding wees;— 
an increase of 28,981 tons, and for the coal 
year l,03i),iso cons, against 877,241 tons to same dates 
m 1869— an increase of 203,949 tons. There has beea 
as yet no adjustment of "basis" for wages, and the 
tendency of prices Is to lower figures. The steady 
Increase in tne supply of coal will necessarily facili- 
tate this downward movement, aided as it is by one 
of the mildest winters in the last thirty years. All 
the indicalions now favor the conclusion that there 
will be a large prodncilon of coal in 1870, and that 
there will be a sharp competition among the carry- 
ing companies for the trade. The Heading Railroad 
having some weeks since reduced its tol is to Port 
Richmond fifty-eight Cents, the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road has followed in a corresponding reduction of 
tolls to Elizabcthport and Port Johnson. The rates 
are, by the Reading road to Port Richmond, $2 03 
from Port Carbon, and from Mauch Chunt to Euza- 
betuport $2 48 per ton, both exclusive of shipping 
expenses.

two younj men and well known as burglars, were 
brought before Judge Bowling, at the Tombs Police 
Cjurt, for examination. Their canturo and the get- 
ting up of the entire case against them reflects the 
highest credit upon Captain Jourdan, who, al- 
though the robbery occurred in the Second pr.ectnct, 
worked at the discovery of the offenders with an in- 
dustry and skill that have resulted in the apprehen- 
sion of two of the principals of the gang or burglars 
and the laying of successful tracts ror bringing Ui 
remainder speedily mto custody. 


On the night of the 2lst of January the premise 


of Messrs. Barton A Co., 03 Beekraan street, who 
on a previous occasion, o. short time ago, wer 
similarly visited, weee burglariously entered and 
property to the amount of $1,400 taken away 
The burglary was committed by Patrick McDermott 
James Clarke, William Pierce, Richard Moore, anas 
Dickey, Charles Carr and John Thompson. 


The day after the burelary Captain Jonrdan re- 


ceived information that a number or persons were 
m Baxter street, and that they had in their posses 
sion a quantity or cutlery supposed to be 
stolen, lie caused an investigation, and discov- 
ered that two men, named Patrick McDermott 
and James Clarke, were connected with the bur- 
glary, and gave orders for Wooldndge and Dunn to 
ariest them. Ha then inquired or captain Eelso, the 
Cbief or the Detective Department, aad he received 
information or this burclary and that the thieves 
had taken away a quantity or cutlery. Clarke, 
when taken before Captain Jourdan, dented all 
knowledne of the burglary, and McDermott was too 
intoxicated to be questioned. The next oav Captain 
Jourdan tola McDermott that he had a very narrow 
escape of being shot, inasmuch as guns had been 
placed there, but that the caps had been taken 
off by the employes or the premises, they havinsr 
been employed in taking an account of stock. M<> 
Dermott replied that the caps had been taken off 
by tae burglars, and that he did aot know 
whether the property was sold, as he was drunk lie 
got a share of the proceeds, and he had given a 
three barrelled pistol he got on tne premises to a 
man namsd Owens. This pistol was afterwards 
rouna in Owens' possession. 


Winullred Johnson, of 86 Pars street, stated that 
between the hours of nine and eleven o'clock jf jtrics 
McDermott, Pierce ana "Dickey" came to Her house 
with a baa which they toot to the room that MclJer- 
mott and.Eeese occupied. She saw that the bag con- 
tained pistols ana knives or various sizes and quan- 
tities. About half an hour alter these two came m 
Thompson, Charles Oarr and Clarke came in and 
inauired for McDermott and Pierce, and they went 
to McDermott's room. McDermott, Pierce, Clarke 
and -Dickey" remained all night, on the nest 
night (the 22d) she went into this room and 'ound 
that there were a number or kmvos and pistols 
scattered about the bed. Pierce and Dickey were 
there, and she told them they must take those things 
away. Some little time afterwards (about eleven 
o'clock P.M.) a carriage drove np to tne aoor and 
there were two men in tne carriage and one on the 
box with the driver. Ttt° goods were then removed 
to the carnage and the carnage driven towards 
Mulberry street. All the parties came back in less 
than an hour after the carriage left the door. The 
witness identtliea McDermott and Clarke as two of
